The 17-storey Upper House apartment 
building (left) is the latest addition to 
Swanston Street, one of Melbourne’s 
most architecturally interesting streets.

Why did you build this house on 
your in-laws' property? My wife 
Martina and I had been living 
averseas and started a family. On 
aur return, we aimed ta buy a hause, 
but then taak this chance tc design 
and build aur awn hame. We've naw 
created an enviranment af mutual 
suppart far aur family, withaut living 
in each ether's packets. 

How did you divide the block? The 
original block is 1400sq/m and we 
subdivided 310sq/m of it. We were 
keen to keep the house compact. 
There's a tendency in Australia to 
build large detached homes (and 
small inner city apartments), and we 
sought a sustainable, livable middle 
ground. A total of 125sq/m, the 
two-storey home has a study and 
three bedrooms. Three connected 
pavilions maximise light and natural 
ventilation, each with a courtyard 
experienced as an outdoor room. 
The house is experimental 
architecturally- does it work? We 
love it! The pavilions enable a strong 
connection to the environment to 
enjoy the garden, and even the 
unpredictable Melbourne weather.

% W' / STYLE? HAS THIS EVOLVED OVER TIME? Living and 
m * / working in Europe taught me the importance of mixing 
styles and eras. Europeans use contemporary pieces to 
T T balance out the heritage of their architecture; in Australia, 

I like to do the opposite. Drawing inspiration outside the realm of 
interiors is important, whether it be paintings, movies or fashion. My 
style hasn’t changed so much as been refined and edited down. 

IS YOUR HOME A SANCTUARY OR DOES IT DOUBLE AS A WORK SPACE? 
It is workspace, meeting room, library, canteen and pied-a-terre. 
WHAT INITIALLY APPEALED TO YOU ABOUT THE SPACE? DID IT REQUIRE 


SIGNIFICANT ALTERATIONS? The Studio was originally the reception 
room of a grand, neo-gothic house. I was attracted to the ceiling height, 
which gives the acoustics of a cathedral. I was also charmed by the 
outlook onto a pot plant-filled courtyard. I installed a single piece of 
overscaled joinery that functions as bookshelf, storage and closet. I 
wanted something that looked like a Palladian building inside the room. 
WHAT ARE SOME OF YOUR FAVOURITE PIECES? The shutters that were 
salvaged from Buenos Aires; their peeling paint exudes character. The 
60s Joe Colombo armchair can be admired like a sculpture from every 
angle, and the vintage Arne Jacobsen ashtray is just beautiful design. 
IS THERE A PARTICULAR PERIOD OR STYLE THAT APPEALS TO YOU? I 


think a designer needs to draw from many styles to satisfy the varied 
briefs we receive. I like the symmetry and order of the Georgian period, 
the integrity and wholesomeness of Danish mid-century style and the 
quiet spareness of contemporary Japanese architecture. I also especially 
like Italian rationalist architecture of the 1930s. 


WHAT COULDN'T YOU LIVE WITHOUT? My Lamy pen, a gift when I 
started my career, and Muji exercise books, one for each project. 

IF YOU DIDN'T LIVE IN SYDNEY, WHERE ELSE WOULD YOU LIVE? I’ve 
been fortunate to have lived in Paris and London so I’ll say Rome. You 
would enter through an old vine-covered courtyard and my top-floor 
apartment would look out onto Rome’s terracotta rooftops. I’d do a 
very spare, almost monastic fit-out. I’d use the locally quarried travertine 
that’s in both the Colosseum and LA’s Getty Museum and looks ancient 
as well as contemporary. I’d furnish it with Italian mid-century pieces 
from markets. Not that I’ve thought about it or anything. 

WHICH DESIGNERS, ARCHITECTS OR INTERIOR DESIGNERS DO YOU 
ADMIREANDWHY?! admire the architecture of John Pawson and David 
Chipperfield for their ascetic lines. Geoffrey Bawa’s tropical modernism 
translates well to the way we live in Sydney. Jacques Grange’s rooms 
look as if they evolved over a lifetime. I also admire my previous 
employer Anouska Hempel for pure theatricality. 

WHO ARE SOME OF YOUR FAVOURITE ARTISTS? Cy Twombly, Frank 
Stella, Pierre Soulages. Oliver Watts is a local artist I like to collect. 
WHAT PROJECTS ARE YOU CURRENTLY WORKING O N ? A Georgian-Style 
home in Sydney’s eastern suburbs, an inner-city terrace and a beachhouse. 
WHAT IS THE PHILOSOPHY BEHIND YOUR WORK? We create interiors 


with a quiet, enduring elegance. Our spaces are composed of seemingly 
disparate pieces which cut across styles and eras. There needs to be 
something unexpected to make a space personal, to avoid contrivance. 
In five or 10 years, we want clients to be just as elevated and stimulated 
by a Gillian Khaw interior as the first day they saw it.

Susan combined two studio apartments in a 1924 
building to create their two-bedroom home with 
a living/dining/kitchen area, weirphillips.com.au 
How did you resolve the challenges of the space? We 
tackled the challenge of creating a single entry 
door and lobby by covering the other existing 
door with a long bookcase. Wi^ removed walls to 
create a large loft-like living space. Beams, 
sprinklers, plumbing, air-conditioning and 
exhausts were coordinated into ceiling coffers that 
‘organise’ the space by creating a rhythm and 
order that is also reflected in the bookcase/library. 
How would you describe the finished project? A design/ 
renovation that selectively reuses and re-creates 
existing period details while adding new elements 


and finishes that are complementary and more 
luxurious. How did you maximise the sense of space? 
We used devices such as a frameless sliding glass ^ 
window that completely ‘disappears’ to open up ' 
panoramic views of the navy ships and the city. A 
‘bistro mirror’ at the kitchen island bench lets you | 
look up to views of the Botanic Gardens, Harbour 
Bridge and Opera House. Are you happy with the 
space? We are delighted. It works for two or 20 
people, is intimate and generous at the same 
time with places to display, the eclectic books, 
art, furniture and ‘things’ we have collected and 
like to see. We also love the wunderkammer wAX 
paintings by Gabrielle Courtenay in the entry 
lobby, 'which reflect both the place and our 
passions for art, design and sailing.

EFFICIENCY IN PLAN, detail and construction 
were architect Rob Kennon’s aims in his 
reworking of a three -level townhouse for a family 
in inner city Melbourne, rohkennon.com 
What was the owners^ brief and how did you meet it? 
They asked that the plan be opened up to create a 
series of interconnecting spaces rather than 
rooms. Each level’s programmatic difference is 
reflected in the materials and the degree of 
intimacy. What were the challenges and how did you 
resolve these? Efficiency in plan was achieved by 
removing doors, integrating study spaces into the 
robe storage and treating the laundry as a front- 
of-house amenity. The main bedroom capitalises 
on its subterranean location with maze-like 
spaces offering different moods, according to 


their function. The upper floor living space is 
controlled by wrapping the kitchen around the 
central stair to both connect and divide the 
spaces. Compressed fibre cement sheet was 
selected for its inherent depth, warmth and 
economy of labour. Dark ceilings lead the eye 
outside to the openings and reduce the glare of 
the western sun. How would you describe the finished 
project? What are some favourite design elements? 
This house is about doing the little things a bit 
better for the inhabitants, such as the ample 
storage options, the social nature of the dining 
space within the kitchen, the place to hide the 
soap and sponge behind the sink, the hidden 
lighting in the handrail and the considered nature 
of the materials in general.

HOME SYDNEY 




he line between old and new is palpable at the centre of 
this Sydney home, where a graceful Victorian villa gives 
way to a sleek, contemporary pavilion of robust concrete 
and glass. In the hands of architect William Smart, 
tasked with transforming the 150-year-old ‘Orama’ 
residence into a comfortable, modern-day dwelling, the sum of 
these disparate halves is an elegant synergy. 

“The craftsmanship of the old house is carried through to the 
extension but in an entirely contemporary way,” says William, 
who channelled Orama’s lofty proportions and exacting precision, 
while keeping its new wing discrete. It was the clean lines and 
relative compactness of the old two -storey structure that endeared 
Orama to its owners, who saw potential for new living zones to 
stand confidently apart from the self-contained heritage building. 

Having worked with the architect on the refurbishment of 
their previous home, the owners engaged William and his team at 
Smart Design Studio to radically update Orama, removing its 
warren-like lean-tos to make room for informal entertaining, and 
recasting the grand old abode as a sophisticated setting to befit 
their extraordinary collection of Australian contemporary art. 


Behind a luminous facade, with its handsome wisteria- covered 
verandah, Orama’s historic details were sensitively restored. 
Marble fireplaces in the formal sitting area and adjacent study 
were retained, and the front rooms’ high ceilings were stripped 
back to expose traces of original decorative motifs. These heritage 
elements are now juxtaposed with a monochrome palette, slick 
joinery and an arresting gallery-style track light, which spans the 
two rooms and illuminates works by Tim Johnson, Peter Booth 
and Dale Frank. Sinuous Patricia Urquiola ‘Glove’ chairs in dark 
leather, clustered on a shimmering silk rug, encapsulate the old 
home’s artful balance of classic bones and modern panache. 

Moving through the entrance hall, Orama’s metamorphosis is 
quietly announced by a slim zinc threshold, where the old house 
comes into startling contact with the new. Recalling the lyrical 
minimalism of Japanese architect Tadao Ando, the spectacular 
open-plan kitchen, living and dining space is wrapped in double- 
height walls of raw, off-form concrete, punctuated by expansive 
glass panes. “We wanted to pull the two structures apart to bring 
light into the centre,” says William. “People think concrete will 
look industrial, but it has a lightness and precision.”

The scheme is kept spare and refined, with the concrete’s soft 
grey tones paired with a white Corian and stainless steel kitchen 
and a svelte black bookshelf to affect a cool foil for bold 
compositions by painters Lucy Culliton and Michael Johnson. 
“Art makes its own space,” says the owner, who chose not to 
discriminate between old and new zones when it came to 
displaying her collection. 

With a tremendous sense of scale, the new wing is bound on 
one side by a bank of electronic glass doors, stretching six metres 
high and impeccably engineered so their fine black frame sits flush 
with the stone floor and concrete ceiling. This vast opening creates 
a seamless flow to the site’s central atrium and outdoor dining 
space, where wisteria on the floating pergola recalls the old facade. 

On the south side, the pavilion’s rectilinear plan is 
interruptured by the sweeping curve of the garage, which juts out 
perpendicular to the kitchen and affords a neat shaded alcove. 
Dictated by the turning circle of the owners’ car, this form gives a 
subtle nod to Orama’s arched windows, while drawing the eye to 
the stylish swimming pool, and gardens designed by William 


Dangar. “If you understand how you want to live your life it’s 
much easier to plan the space around that,” says the owner. “We 
love to sit outside.” 

Echoing the ground floor’s split personality, a second zinc 
portal delineates old and new at the top of the original staircase, 
now painted brilliant white and^ covered with a black, leather- 
trimmed carpet. In the upstairs extension, a compact guest wing 
comprising bedroom, study and a chic, Chanel-inspired ensui^e, is 
accessed via an internal bridge overlooking the living area. 

Three of Orama’s original bedrooms were amalgamated to 
create its sumptuous master suite, where the entire width of the 
home’s old half is now one luxurious, white-clad bedroom with 
walk-through wardrobe. In the ensuite, the classic character of a 
former bedroom is reflected in the timeless materials deployed for 
the new elements, including aged brass fixtures and a lengthy 
marble basin. 

“There is beauty in precision,” says William of these fine details, 
which imbue the two faces of Orama with a potent kinship. II

F or Gerald and Betty Ford, their home in the Coachella 
Valley represented a welcome escape. After a bruising 
defeat to Jimmy Carter in the presidential election of 1976, 
the Fords withdrew to Rancho Mirage - the desert resort 
outside Palm Springs where they had enjoyed many family 
vacations. The Fords commissioned architect Welton Becket to design 
a six-bedroom home next door to Ginger Rogers’s residence, alongside 
a verdant golf course that offers a blaze of green in this desert 
community. It was the perfect place to recover from a draining 
presidential term and for Betty Ford to recover from her addiction to 
alcohol and painkillers. Afterwards she founded the famous Betty Ford 
Center clinic in the city of Rancho Mirage, the original home of rehab. 

Today, the Fords’ Coachella home retains its welcoming, escapist 
character. It is now the residence of Hollywood business manager John 
Mcllwee and film producer Bill Damaschke, who were equally seduced 
by both the setting and Welton’s architecture. They bought the house 
from the Ford family in 2012, a year after Betty Ford’s death at the age 
of 93, and have been lovingly restoring it ever since. 

“We just like good architecture and that’s really our criteria,” says 
John, who also owns, with his husband, John Lautner’s iconic Garcia 
House in Los Angeles. “Bill and I went on a mid-century modernist 
house tour in Palm Springs a few years ago and visited the Firestone 
Estate, which is next door to the Ford House. That was our first glimpse 
of the house - it seemed very mysterious and interesting.” 

When the house came on the market, the pair were quick to act, and 
closed the deal in just 11 days. The Fords’ children took some keepsakes, 
and documents and papers were sent to the Ford Presidential library, but 
the house still came with much of the furniture and some artworks.

house - it seemed veiy mysterious and interesting.” 
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“We got quite a few pieces with the house, including a portrait of 
Betty Ford,” says John. “With the furniture, we would take a couch or 
a chair and get it re-covered. We saved the fabric from the drapes and 
the chairs and had them made into bedspreads - nothing was wasted.” 

The couple turned to the same team of architects and designers, 
Marmol Radziner, who had worked on the Garcia House. A new kitchen 
and master bathroom were designed, systems and services upgraded, and 
a solar array fitted. Having got to know interior designer Darren Brown 
through the Lautner project, they contacted him again for this house. 

“My first impression was that it was very dated and nothing had 
been upgraded since it was first built, but I did see some great 
architecture,” says Darren. “I love a house with provenance and the 
clients wanted me to use as much of the original furnishings as possible.” 

Darren designed pieces especially for the house, including the 
armchairs and the wool and silk rug in the sitting room, paired with the 
Fords’ original sofa. In the dining room, the table, chairs and custom- 
painted wall murals by Garth Benton are all originals, complemented 
by a 19th-century French chandelier. 

Picture windows frame views of the grounds and the mountains, 
while the emphasis on rich textures, colour and pattern continues into 
the guest suites. Outside, landscape designer Marcello Villano worked 
with the owners on a refresh of the planting and terraces. 

For John and Bill, as for the For(|fs, the house has become a true 
retreat. “It is extremely peaceful but also a great place to entertain,” 
says John. “The beautiful thing is that it’s only a two-hour drive from 
LA, so at weekends we can really make the most of it.”

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Y ou can stand on any spot in Miguel Garcia Valcarcel’s 
Madrid home and be quietly pleased with the 
perspective; your eye won’t snag on awkward angles 
or clunky configurations. This refinement comes 
down to his inspiration; the interior designer delved 
into the rulebook of an iconic architect to transform his apartment. 

“I’m hugely influenced by the work of Andrea Palladio,” he says 
of the Italian who reinvented Roman and Greek architecture in the 
16th century. “Its symmetry and austerity create a timeless look 
that’s also very satisfying to live with. It’s not a style that tries hard; 
it’s effortless.” Here, the Palladian ethos translates as a white 
backdrop that gives museum exhibit status to a smart edit of classic 
pieces where artworks line up with furniture, lamps and accessories, 
their relationship to each other as important as the pieces 
themselves. This near-mathematical approach hasn’t resulted in a 
cold or stuffy space; it is soulful and relaxing because it has real 
harmony. “Less creates a more beautiful result than more,” he says. 

When Miguel first found this turn-of-the-century apartment 
on a beautiful, wide street, it was more Dark Ages than Age of 
Enlightenment. It had never been updated, and had a confusing 
warren of passages and boxy rooms. Rather than a negative, 
Miguel, who works at the practice of Spanish interior designer Luis 
Puerta, saw a chance to tear down walls and start again. “There 
were seemingly infinite corridors and poky spaces!” he explains. 
“There was nothing worth saving, but that allowed me to project 
my ideas onto the apartment, to reinvent it and give it a new life.” 

In his work as an interior designer, Miguel says a crucial stage 
of a project is understanding the client’s dreams, but also their 
reality. You might have to play the role of detective to work out 
what they really want or a psychologist to ascertain what they really 
mean. Ultimately, you’re neutral. “We must remember that houses 
are made for people to live in.” says Miguel. “We’re creating spaces 
where they can develop their lives.” So how does it work when 
you’re your own client? “It was important to look at the space with 
my lifestyle in mind,” he says. 

Over four months, Miguel set about transforming the warren 
into a two-bedroom, two-bathroom 150sq/m apartment. The 
main living space is connected to the kitchen, with a seating area at 
one end and a dining area at the other. “My kitchen is a space for 
chatting with friends and family as I cook,” says Miguel. “I host 
dinners or invite people over for Sunday brunch all the time, so I 
didn’t want a kitchen that felt secluded in the house.” 

Transformation complete, he added furniture and accessories 
from his previous home. “With the apartment starting its new life, 
it felt more balanced to introduce sentimental value through pieces 
I’ve gathered over the years,” he says. “Rather than buy everything 
at once, I like to get to know a room first. I’d love to have an 18th- 
century French tapestry in the living room.” Mixing eras lies at the 
heart of Miguel’s style, where a coming-soon tapestry will share 
space with an iconic 1960s table. “I’m passionate about antiques: 
they’re unique and have a genuine story to tell. I’ve opened Mestizo 
Store in Madrid to sell treasures I find on my travels.” 

Fundamental to Miguel’s carefully curated world, is “art, which 
adds personality and life to a home. It speaks clearly about who you 
are.” He was thrilled to buy an Antonio Saura work to serve as a 
striking modern contrast for the main living room’s classical lines; 
it now hangs above the fireplace. “It’s about creating balance,” he 
says. It certainly looks like the perfect balance from here. M

f slow and steady wins the race then this double-fronted heritage 
terrace gets first prize. For the renovation of their family home in 
Melbourne, the owners opted to chip away slowly as furniture and 
tradesmen became available. The seeds for a “contemporary 
refreshment” had been planted in 2012, but the couple’s initial designer 
fell off the radar and things had been static until they enlisted Kimberley 
Wiedermann of Accolade Design. As it had been a few years since the 
owners commenced work on the house, a little longer made no difference 
and no strict deadline was put in place. Ironically, with time on their side, 
the top-to-toe facelift was completed in the record time of just five weeks. 

“Whatever materials became available and whatever work could be 
done at the time we just did then and there,” says Kimberley matter-of- 
factly. “It tended to happen in zones and once an area was completed we 
moved on. The furniture came intermittently, so we installed it as it 
arrived. When we got the paint, we painted. Client-wise, it was nice not 
to get so bamboozled by doing everything at once, but to break it up.” 

The downstairs footprint is quintessentially Victorian, with a narrow 
hallway leading to an open-plan living and dining area that had been 
renovated 11 years earlier. Unlike the front of the home, this large living 
area is awash with light from the floor-to-ceiling windows overlooking 
the pool. New furniture was brought in, but the “outdated and boring” 
kitchen underwent the biggest change, being pulled apart and put back 
together with new joinery concealing a flush pantry and a Smartstone 
Athena’ island bench accompanied by ‘Wrap Stools’ by Tim Webber 
from Cult. “Everything went according to plan and they only had to eat 
takeaway for a week,” says Kimberley of her clients. 

The junction where the original Baltic pine in the hallway meets the 
stained Tasmanian ash in the rear marks the transition from old to new, 
but while the home has been updated to accommodate modern family 
living, all changes were made with its heritage in mind. “We were very 
open to ideas and had nothing preconceived but ultimately it’s a double- 
front Victorian - all changes had to appeal to that,” say the owners. 

The front formal living room was given an elegant makeover and 
moody new colour scheme. With its blackout bay window drapes, it’s a 
21st-century reading room of sorts with high-backed ‘Benito Winter 
Chairs’ from Temperature Design and ‘Lean Light’ floor lamp from Great 
Dane Furniture oriented around the original fireplace. A Dean Phillips 
Swarovski crystal-ringed pendant forms a halo over the room. “Its crystals 
reference the original chandelier but with a modern edge,” says Kimberley. 
Installing the fitting was tricky as the original rose began to crumble 
under the new weight. “The room’s overall height needed to be addressed, 
especially as it had the beautiful rose and architrave details. The new light 
was a way of drawing the eye up,” she says of the salvaged ceiling. 

With the children’s bedrooms in the front area of the house, upstairs 
rooms were kept as a parents’ retreat. A dated, wrought-iron balustrade 
was replaced with a clean-lined, graphic one in keeping with the 
contemporary aesthetic of the self-contained space that includes a study, 
living area, bedroom, ensuite and walk-in robe. “Unlike the ground-floor 
living area, which is pared back and bright, this is cosier and warmer,” says 
Kimberley of the sophisticated colours, furniture and textures used to 
create the enveloping environment. Shades of grey and tonal eggplant, 
plum and soothing walnut create a moody, cocooning atmosphere that 
fulfilled the brief of a “darker colour scheme with clean lines”. 

“Kim’s presentation of images [in situ] made it easy for us to visualise 
things,” say the owners. “From then, we moved quickly as we’re quite 
decisive.” Kimberley agrees, “It was a great working relationship.” 1*1

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T his grandly scaled early Victorian home bridges the gap between 
art and design, the result of a successful collaboration between 
the owner, architect and designer, each with close ties to London’s 
tightly knit art world. 

When a well-known collector of contemporary artworks, 
arts patron and active fundraiser was looking for a London base for herself and 
her family, she also needed to accommodate her collection of large-scale art. 
The triplex apartment she found after a long search occupies the lower three 
floors of a five-storey cl840s mansion. It had the kind of space - expansive 
walls and high ceilings - that she needed. However, it had been divided into 
several flats and did not come without complications. 

“It is a listed building, meaning it is of special architectural or historical 
interest which is quite restrictive and it required specialist restoration of 
features such as the 19th-century ceilings. The whole ground-floor was rebuilt 
to take museum-scale sculpture loading. It was a big construction job,” 
explains architect Thomas Croft, who is highly regarded for his work on 
historical buildings, often with contemporary interventions. And, with his 
credentials as a masterplanner for Sotheby’s, and an architect to many top art 
dealers on both their galleries and homes, he was the perfect choice. 

Furniture and interior designer Francis Sultana was recommended by a 
mutual friend for the job of decorating the apartment. “The owner wanted to 
learn more about contemporary design and 20th-century decorative arts,” says 
Francis who, in addition to his own design studio, is artistic director of David 
Gill Galleries, a specialist in limited-edition furniture design. Owner and 
designer also share a common interest as patrons of the V&A Museum’s 
Design Fund. And the close connections that Francis enjoys with such 
designers as Mattia Bonetti and Fredrikson Stallard enabled him to commission 
one-off pieces to flesh out rare finds by Jean Royere, Charlotte Perriand, 
Vladimir Kagan and Claude Lalanne, some of which sit alongside custom 
sofas which Francis designed himself. 

“Francis’s furniture, I think, often looks better in a starker setting, but 
maybe that’s just me,” says Tom, who is often referred to as a minimalist, partly 
because he worked for John Pawson in the early 90s. “I’m minimal to his 
maximal,” says Tom, “and it all evens out. Unlike many architects we like having 
other professionals involved in our projects and the extra richness that brings.”

LONDON HOME 



The ground floor with its 4.2-metre-high walls is where the large-scale 
artworks and collector pieces are displayed to best advantage. It is also ideal 
for hosting big events in line with the owner’s interests, with the grand 
staircase, updated with an ebonised handrail, being a favourite spot for 
delivering speeches - the first of which, just after the client moved in, was an 
address by The Tate’s Sir Nicholas Scrota. 

Heritage restrictions meant no structural changes could be made to the 
basement level, so a new Minotti Cuisine kitchen and family room had to be 
worked into the original layout. In the basement, the ceiling of the 30-metre- 
long corridor is lined with white, high gloss Barrisol stretch plastic sheeting 
(customarily used on indoor swimming pool ceilings). Enormous light wells, 
green walls and lighting designed by Sally Storey of Lighting Design 
International (who was involved in the renovation of The Savoy Hotel in 
London) all help counteract the otherwise dark basement feeling. 

All the bedrooms and bathrooms are on the third level. In the main 
ensuite Francis pulled out all the stops and commissioned a Corian vanity by 
Mattia Bonetti that is unlike any other. “I felt a sculptural piece would be best 
for the space,” he says. 

“Every home I design is not about me,” says Francis. “It is about the people 
who live there. You have to embrace the character of the person and then 
create a home for them.” In this case perhaps we should add - and for the art. 

Both designer and architect have done just that. 1*1

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A rchitect Walter Barda describes the renovation of this Sydney 
harbourfront house as a “Cinderella project”. Certainly there is 
no hint of the dated and unattractive 80s house he was presented 
with, and the project involved a radical makeover, inspired 
design and engineering. Now the house exudes openness, space 
and light, and is the perfect retreat for a busy family of five. 

The owners’ brief to Walter and interior designer Justine Hugh-Jones was 
to reference the way the family lives: enjoying activities together, with lots of 
round-table conversation and entertaining extended family and friends. Both 
architect and designer listened, and collaborated closely with each other as 
well as with the owners. 

“The original building was lacking the aesthetic qualities my clients were 
after. The starting point was all about the position with its harbourside location 
and views,” says Walter. The husband became very involved in the building 
works with the architect; the wife worked closely with Justine. And the children 
- two teenage boys and a girl - had a say in individualising their own rooms. 
“It was very much a team effort and energy drove it all along,” says Justine. 

Walter’s idea was to treat the dwelling as a courtyard house, an ensemble of 
indoor spaces arranged around a double-height atrium which functions as 
a generous entrance-cum-dining room. He calls it the “99 per cent room” - a 
space where it all happens. The atrium flows into the living room which in 
turn is open to the kitchen, the heart of the home. 

The kitchen and living area connect seamlessly with the outdoors where 
built-in seating takes in the panoramic harbour vistas, and ‘bookends’ the piece 
de resistance - a sculptural outdoor fireplace made to Walter’s design by Italian 
tradesmen using small bricks. The space has a Mediterranean flavour but with 
the view it could only be Sydney.

The internal spaces have an easy flow but they can be closed off for 
privacy, warmth or soundproofing. For the cavity sliding doors, Justine came 
up with the clever solution of laminating semi-sheer linen between the panes 
of glass - an idea embraced by both architect and owners who love the look. 

The enlarged boatshed, full of kayaks and boating equipment, which 
doubles as a teenage retreat, had to be excavated - an engineering feat that 
involved propping up the building. It is now bathed in natural light thanks to 
vast expanses of glazing. A second living room provides the parents with a 
private space for reading (there’s a library), enjoying music (the piano is much 
used) and watching television. 

There are five bedrooms upstairs with a third-floor guestroom-cum-study 
within a mansard-style roof and accessed via a concealed staircase. 

Justine chose natural materials and subdued, neutral tones for the 
furnishings to complement the collection of large and colourful art. The look 
is clean and simple. As Walter says, “The furniture hits the note.” Details are 
important, such as the wrought-iron on the staircase balustrade which is 
echoed in the kitchen bar stools. 

Time was taken to select just the right finishes - Gohera limestone from 
Marble & Ceramic Corp for the flooring, and walls in Dulux ‘Natural White’. 

The owners say “Both Walter and Justine are highly professional and were 
responsive, collaborative and client- focused in the design and implementation 
stages of the project.” II

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L andscape designer Paul Bangay is no stranger to working 
on properties with pedigree. This house and garden, in 
Melbourne’s inner east, is one such project. 

The grand mansion was designed by renowned architect 
Harold Desbrowe-Annear in the mid 1920s. It is heritage 
listed and highly regarded for its classical features, and the fact that it’s 
remained largely unaltered since its construction nearly a century ago. 

As well as designing the house, Desbrowe-Annear was also 
responsible for creating part of the garden - with curved steps leading 
from the rear of the house and associated retaining walls which are still 
in place. Following the construction of the house, Edna Walling was 
asked to design the rest of the garden. Sadly, many of the elements she 
introduced have since been lost. 

Fast forward around 85 years, and one of Australia’s leading 
contemporary landscape designers, Paul Bangay, was engaged by the 
current owners of the property to create a garden befitting the 
architecture, historical value, and scale of the residence, while also 
offering warmth, privacy and an inviting feel. 

Paul started work on the project around five years ago. Having 
collaborated with the clients on their previous garden, he knew their 
style and how they liked to work. Their brief was to “create a garden 
that looked as if it had evolved in the same era as the house, and with 
the same style of architecture”, he says. 

Given the formality of the residence, the garden was treated in a 
similar manner. A central lawn, raised around 10cm above a surrounding 
gravel pathway flanked by pleached hornbeam hedges is, according to 
Paul, “the hero of the space”. 
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A pond in the centre of the lawn echoes the lines of the residence, 
and looks as if it’s been there for many years, despite being only four 
years old. “We made a template of the moulding on the house and used 
it to form the edges of the pond. It was then hard plastered - making it 
look as though it’s been there for years,” says Paul. 

One of the main concerns of the clients was privacy. Despite its 
generous scale, being nearly a half hectare in size, the property is 
surrounded by tall apartment blocks. Paul addressed this issue via a 
layered planting scheme. “When the clients stepped out of the back of 
the house, they wanted to feel a sense of privacy,” he says. “That was a 
challenge. We achieved this by planting layers of hedges and the 
strategic placement of advanced trees in the space.” 

Despite the strong formality of the garden, there’s a real softness 
and warmth within it. Paul achieved this by using softer, flowering 
plants, particularly within the wide perennial borders surrounding the 
main lawn - overflowing with flowers and contrasting foliage. The 
four-metre-deep borders, he says, “make it feel as if you’re not in the 
city, but in a large English country garden”. 

What is most impressive about this garden is the way Paul Bangay 
has worked with scale. The space is vast, but due to the layering of 
dense boundary planting, and the size and placement of the various 
rooms within it, the garden feels warm and enclosed, not grand and 
cold. Each of the various rooms is of a human scale, framed with 
materials sensitive to the site and architecture, and filled with plants 
that both emphasise the structure and at the same time soften it. 

Paul Bangay has proved, yet again, he is a true master of his craft.

he cacophony of colour comprising artist Todd Hunter’s 
canvases adorned the walls at a Belle Reader Dinner in 
Melbourne, where guests were treated to an evening with the 
artist in conversation with art guru Michael Reid. 

The spacious, temporary Living Events by Kalex venue 
in Fitzroy designed by Jackson Clements Burrows was the perfect 
location to showcase Todd’s oversized, epic and dynamically abstract 
works. Todd regaled diners with stories of the extreme and often 
underestimated physicality involved in his creative process. “Putting 
on the paint and scraping it off can be very aggressive, and sessions 
can often last 12 hours across day or night shifts. The ‘random’ marks 
are still considered,” he says. 

Intimately influenced by music and lyricism throughout his career, 
Todd showcased paintings from his most recent collection which 
includes pieces such as Burn for You, inspired by the INXS song of the 
same name. “One piece doesn’t necessarily run to one rhythm. It’s 
almost autobiographical so whatever is happening in my life reflects in 
the work. It’s like a mixed tape, the soundtrack to my life,” says Todd. 

Echoing the vivacity of the canvases were planter-box table 
centrepieces full of David Austen roses, peonies, Japanese maple, 
dahlias and white hydrangeas supplied by Studio by Fleur and styled 
by Belle's Steve Cordony. 

“Todd Hunter’s highly considered abstract paintings not only draw 
on the artist’s considerable personal stamina, they also dig deep into 
his highly refined sense of beauty and balance. His paintings are 
swirling with colour and energy. They are strong, positive artworks, 
dancing and prancing to hidden music,” says Michael. 

Acclaimed neighbourhood restaurant Saint Crispin served up a 
wonderful contemporary menu including a main dish of Wagyu beef 
with a tortellini of wild mushrooms, miso eggplant and kale 
accompanied by a local 2013 Bellvale Pinot Noir.

Place stock in a saucepan over a 
high heat until jelly liquefies. Using 
0 whisk, odd mince mixture to stock 
until well combined. As stock comes 
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high heat. Cook eggplant in o dry 
pan, in batches, for 2 minutes each 
side or until golden. Transfer to a 
bowl. Put mirin, sake, miso paste, 
caster sugar and garlic in a blender 
and blend until smooth. Add mixture 
to eggplant, turn gently to coat. 

13 Preheat oven to 180°C or 160°C 
fan forced. Transfer eggplant to a 
baking tray lined with baking 
paper, sprinkle with brown sugar. 
Bake, uncovered, for 20-30 minutes 
or until golden brown. Transfer to a 
processor and blend until smooth. 
Set aside. 

14 To make the sirloin, preheat 
oven to 150°C or BOX fan forced. 
Season steaks. Preheat o chorgrill 
on high. Cook steaks for 1 minute 
each side, or until browned. Transfer 
to o baking troy, place in preheated 
oven and roast for 4 minutes or 
until internal temperature is 50°C 
on o meat thermometer. Cover 
with foil and rest in o warm place 
for 5 minutes. Slice. 

15 To serve, cook tortellini in salted 
boiling water for 4 minutes, or until 
ol dente. Drain. Worm consomme 

in o saucepan. Put o dot of eggplant 
puree in 4 serving bowls, place o 
beef cheek beside the puree, then 
odd the sliced steak and tortellini. 
Ladle in the consomme and serve.

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he Otemachi Forest is certainly an unexpected find, as you 
turn a corner in Tokyo’s busy financial district. The air is 
cooler in the shade of Japanese evergreens, maples and oaks, 
and the view is prettier with rhododendrons and dogtooth 
violets. Nearly 800 trees and 56,000 plants are thriving here, 
accompanied by birds, insect life and grateful office workers. This 
forest was no accident - it gives ground-floor presence to Aman Tokyo, 
the first urban hotel from Amanresorts which occupies the top six 
floors of the recently built Otemachi Tower. “First urban hotel,” 
confirms general manager Jeffrey F. Seward, “and our first elevator.” 

From Turks & Caicos to Venice, Morocco to Bhutan, Amanresorts 
specialises in small, special, hidden places. Here, it is the closing of 
elevator doors that separates me from the bustle of Tokyo, with a slight 
popping of my ears as the ground disappears. In seconds, we’re in the 
low 30s and at the reception desk, or rather reception tree - staff sit 
behind a slice of polished 250-year-old camphor trunk, a wood 
traditionally grown in temple gardens and known for its calming scent. 

I turn left into the lobby but, like the desk before it, ‘lobby’ doesn’t 
seem fair. Imagine standing inside a traditional Japanese paper lantern, 
rising 30m - six floors through the centre of the building - and measuring 
40m long by 11m wide, illuminated from above. On one side, basalt 
walls lead up to the textured washi lantern ceiling. In the centre, there’s 
a Japanese zen garden, before another seating area where a kimono-clad 
musician is playing a classical koto. The floor-to-ceiling glazing looks 
over the Imperial Gardens and Tokyo. It is quite an entrance. 

The lobby and the rest of the hotel’s interior is the work of Singapore- 
and Western Australia-based Kerry Hill Architects. Like the previous 
five Amanresorts the group has designed, in Tokyo the team looked to 
local architecture and vernacular for inspiration. The lobby space 
references the layout of traditional Japanese buildings, with hints of an 
engawa (a terrace for promenading which runs the length of a home), 
connecting the restaurant at one end and the bar at the other. 

“Every Amanresort we’ve designed over the years has had its own 
take on appropriate and contemporary design in that country,” says 
Justin Hill, a director of Kerry Hill. “It’s always an important part of 
our work. But how do you carry that approach up to the 33rd floor of 
a modern skyscraper? “Being contained within a high-rise building, 
similar planning and design challenges emerged. Our landscape was 
that of the surrounding city and the horizon, and our ‘climate’ is perhaps 
defined by an animated and dramatically shifting daylight entering the

spaces during the day and though the seasons. It brings its own theatre 
to the interiors. Materials and surfaces are canvases for the shifting 
light.” If this all sounds rather poetic, it’s an easy space to feel poetic 
in. I’m checked in - not that I’ve noticed, it’s all done discretely while 
I sip delicious iced tea. The pavement feels very far away now. 

For an international hotel brand in a dense urban setting, Aman 
Tokyo has comparatively few rooms and suites - 84, ranging from 71sq/m 
(the largest entry-level rooms in the city) to 157sq/m. As you would in 
a traditional Japanese house, you remove your shoes inside your room, 
in your own lobby, where slippers are waiting for you. My room, an 
Aman Suite, is sublime - all pale wood and sliding paper screens, 
enormous bed, and the sort of pure design aesthetic that gets any design 
fan excited. In the bathroom behind the screen, a giant-scale basalt ofuro 
offers the best bath-time views. I turn on the jets, adding scoops of 
camphor salts from the traditional cypress-wood container. 

Speaking of views, as you often do at Aman Tokyo, there’s the 30m 
swimming pool. There are likely few other opportunities to emerge 
from your stroke and have Tokyo’s horizon immediately at eye level, 
but that’s what happens here, so carefully did Kerry Hill plan it. Post 
swim, you can lounge on beds, watching the sun dip and the neon 
gearing up. To properly shake off a long flight or a day’s shopping, the 
expansive, luxurious Aman Spa has myriad therapies based on the healing 
powers of herbs. I emerge from Momo (‘Peach’), one of eight treatment 
rooms, following my Seasonal Journey - a 90-minute body massage 
using camphor oil and seasonal herbs, feeling relaxed, and hungry. 

The fine dining restaurant with its incredible views offers a wide mix 
of European and Japanese dishes. There are truffles and foie gras and 
an incredible bluefin tuna steak. Back on ground level, the Otemachi 
Forest is your view from the Cafe by Aman, which specialises in seafood, 
Mediterranean-inspired and Japanese dishes. It’s the only restaurant in 
Tokyo to serve fresh seasonal still and sparkling sakes poured from vats 
created from 16th-century drawings kept by a 2 5th- generation sake 
brewery. This is a special hotel, from the ground floor up.
